I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  iinnual  Report 
upon  the  ^ealth  of  your  District  for  the  year  1958, 

The  Registrar  General's  ItLd  Year  estimates  show  but 
slight  population  nutnerical  change  (actually  a decrease  of  20 
as  cocpared  with  a decrease  of  30  in  the  preceding  year).  The 
total  Rateable  Value  of  £55>595  coEpares  with  the  earlier 
^55»^90,  and  a Penny  Rate  productivity  has  decreased  from 
£213^2,11)^  to  £209.  5.2}^. 

The  nuEber  of  Rateable  Prenises  has  increased  by  25 
and  of  these,  11  were  business  premises. 

The  Corrected  Birth  Rate  at  17.9  is  higher  than  that 
for  the  County  as  a whole  (16.3)  end  also  for  England  and  VJales 
(16,4),  but  lower  than  that  for  the  preceding  three  years.  This 
high  District  rate  means  of  course  a proportionate  juvenile 
increase  in  the  population  and  as  such  intensifies  any  rehousing 
need,  quite  opart  froE  outsoding  or  delapidation  of  existing 
accommodation. 

The  Stillbirth  Rate  of  0,36  compares  with  0,47  for  the 
preceding  year  and  with  0,33  snd  0,36  respectively  for  the 
County  and  for  England  and  Woles  for  the  current  year. 

The  Corrected  Death  Rate  of  13.6  has  shown  an  increase 
of  2.0,  being  higher  than  for  both  Anglesey  and  for  England  and 
Wales (both  of  which  have  produced  a figure  of  11,7). 

The  study  of  the  causes  of  Death  os  compared  with  the 
earlier  year  does  not  point  to  this  rate  increase  as  being 
attributable  to  any  particualr  environmental  factor. 

Three  of  the  Deaths  were  attributable  to  Tuberculosis 
as  compared  with  nil  and  two  for  the  two  preceding  years.  The 
incidence  of  Cancer  fatalities  has  reEained  virtually  unchanged; 
whereas  fatalities  from  Coronary  disease  and  from  vascular 
lesions  of  nervous  origin  have  increased  from  30  to  46  for  no 
appreciable  reason. 

During  the  year,  there  were  three  notifications  of 
Tuberculosis  as  compared  with  the  forcer  eight,  and  of  these 
three,  one  ?;as  non-respiratory  (aged  60  years)  and  the  two 
respiratory  coses  were  aged  15  and  50, 

Of  general  Infectious  Diseases  there  was  a juvenile 
epidemic  of  measles  that  accounted  for  170  cases. 

Protective  immunisation  :against  Smallpox,  Tuberculosis 
Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  continues  to  be  provided  by  the 
County  i^ealth  Authority  as  does  also  protection  against 
Poliomyelitis,  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  public  - ai?  present 
‘’Polio  Vaccination  conscious”  will  not  lose  interest  and  lapse 
into  a lethargy  on  the  subject;  for,  the  fact  that  there  has 
been  no  cases  in  this  District  in  the  current  year  is  no 
indication  of  a general  public  natural  immunity  as  is  shown  by 
the  occurrence  of  sparodic  cases  throughout  the  country  with 
no  particular  geographic  distribution. 


i^ction  under  Section  20  of  the  J/lilk  and  Dairies 
Regulations  of  19^9  '■Aias  taken  in  relation  to  only  one  ni  1 k 
producer  in  contrast  with  five  such  actions  in  the  preceding 
year.  It  has  been  possible  to  cancel  the  orders  made  in 
relation  to  these  five  prior  to  the  end  of  August.  The  single 
Order  Kade  on  14.5.58  concerned  five  onicals  in  the  sane  herd 
and  was  still  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  position  in  relation  to  the  cuch  needed  sewerage 
schenes  for  the  holiday  tourist  centres  of  Ilfeelfre  and  Benllech 
and  for  the  agricultural  centre  of  Llanerchynedd  had  advanced 
to  the  point  where  not  only  had  Ministerial  Public  Inquiries 
been  held  but  broad  approval  had  been  granted  subject  to 
technical  engineering  codifications.  At  the  turn  of  the  year 
these  codifications  were  being  dealt  with  by  the  Council's 
Engineers,  The  Gecaes  Sewerage  Schece  constructional  work 
had  reached  a sufficient  stage  of  advancecent  towards  cocpletion 
to  allow  of  the  connection  of  an  appreciable  nucber  of  properties 
to  the  schece. 

The  standard  of  purity  of  that  potentially  dangerous 
food  stuff  - ice  creac  - has  continued  to  recain  satisfactorily 
high  judging  by  the  reports  on  sarples  taken  by  both  the  Public 
Health  Inspector  and  by  the  County  Pood  and  Drugs  Officer(who 
has  kindly  continued  to  offer  his  practical  assistance  in 
sacpling)  Of  the  49  samples  taken  43  were  reported  as  being 
of  Grade  1 quality,  and  nil  of  Grades  111  or  IV, 

In  conclusion,  I should,  yet  again,  like  to  thank  the 
Ghaircan  and  Afecbers  for  their  interest,  and  the  Clerk,  Public 
Health  Inspector  and  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their  will, 
co-operation  and  help.

The  scheme  provides  for  the  vaccination  of 
new  born  infants  born  into  tuberculous  households  and  of 
tuberculin  negative  contacts  of  known  cases,  During  1958, 
21  such  cases  were  carried  out  in  the  District, 

Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  Immunisation. 

A total  number  of  S3  children  were  immunised  for 
the  first  time  against  Diphtheria  during  the  year,  and  28 
were  immunised  against  V^'hooping  Cough.
